Peiping, China, July 30. — Chinese 
com munist troops swarmed through 
the st reels of Changes today, burning 
lim! pillaging homes and shops

executing officials and wealthy land 
owners. 
A fifth of the native population of 
500,000 succeeded in fleeing from the 
city before the com m unists arrived, 
but the fate of the others could only 
he guessed from dispatches received 
here. 
All Americans, with the exception of 
three 
missionaries 
who 
refused 
to 
leave, had been evacuated by Ameri­ 
can gunboats aided by British and 
Japanese gunboats, before the com­ 
munist* arrived. 
The 
gunboats 
had 
remained 
at 
Changsa 
after 
taking

Americans and other 
foreigners 
to 
protect foreign property, 
but 
they 
were forced to withdraw only 
when

With the retirem ent of the gunboats 
the communists, resentful against the 
city's officials and land owners, seized 
the 
wealthy 
citizens, 
tortured

executed them and burned their homes 
and shops.

ered no resistance, and those that re­ 
m ained within striking 
distance 
of 
Changsha retired to the east Instead 
of going to the ald of the fallen capi­ 
tal of H unan province.

In the death of A. (J. Trommald Brainerd and t row W in# 
county lose a citizen who did much for community life, whose in ­ 
terests in town and country was of a wide and varied nature. 
Of a methodical nature, and a wonderful penman, his r e c o r d t 
as register of deeds and his work as an abstracter were often com­ 
mented on. A guide ann counselor to many, he oftentim es called 
attention to matter to be filed, suggesting corrections or citing er­ 
rors, so that these changes could be made before filing, thus saving 
the owner or party interested considerable money. He knew city 
and county in many ways, as a recorder of its real estate tram - 
actions and in a personal way, in many capacities. 
A power in the Pure Bred Sires Association, he helped spread 
the doctrine of better herds and better dairying and was a factor 
in cementing better relations between town and country. A s a 
member of a Rotary committee he visited farmers at their m eet­ 
ings and brought about very pleasant relations. 
He assisted in committee and other work in the many lodge 
in which he held memiiership. He always treasured the fact that 
he was the first “dad” of the local American Legion Post. 
His early education Was acquired at an academy in Chris­ 
tiania. Norway, and his interest there was continued throughout 
his life. Each year he received a catalog from the academy, aud 
preserved among his papers his examinations and grades all at 
testing to high scholarship. He kept in contact with alumni and 
the faculty. 
His knowledge of real estate matters was recognized through­ 
out the state. He was a member of the State Abstracters Associe 
tion and served on the executive and legislative committees of the 
Register of Deeds State Association. He was one of tin* few men 
of the county who read each formulation of the session laws of 
the legislature and followed in particular any reference to real 
estate, titles, etc. During his incumbency as register of deeds, the 
Torrens system was introduced in the county and he becalm* regis­ 
trar of title. 
He took an interest in Boy Scout work and was a heavy con­ 
tributor during the days when the movement was first inaugu­ 
rated by the Rotary club. He gave time and money to this cause 
and did his l)est to see it firmly established. 
In many ways he endeared himself to home town and tim 
county and his work so unostentatiously performer! will live af­ 
ter him in the hearts of the men and women and ehildren privil­ 
eged to call him a friend.

Russian Soviet as a Business Com petitor 


T he R h ssian Soviet continues to loom large as a business 
competitor of all nations. The coal, manganese iron, lumber and 
grain situation has stirred the United States to a realization. 
A situation already tense and complicated was accentuated 
by the action of Senator David A. Reed, Republican of Pennsyl­ 
vania, who has asked the Treasury Department to employ the new 
Smoot-Hawdey tariff act as an instrument to shut out lumber and 
anthracite coal produced by convict labor in Soviet Russia. 
One of two sections of the act might lx> invoked for this p u r ­ 
pose, Reed suggested in a letter, for instance section ”*07, p r o h i b ­ 
iting the entry of prison-made goods, or section 337, barring 
goods entered in “unfair competition” with American-made mar­ 
kets. 
A series of developments has threatened to bring on serious 
trade differences between the United States and Russia. Assistant 
Secretary of Treasury LoWman has announced he would study the 
possibility of placing an embargo on Soviet coal, manganese and 
lumber if they proved to be convict-produced. 
Maxim Litvinofl, Soviet foreign minister, has told corre­ 
spondents in Moscow his country Would cease trading with na­ 
tions which barred Soviet imports. This start of a tcade war was 
seen as menacing an international business which has expanded 
more than six times over in the last eight years. 
An association of lumber dealers has asked that the Soviet 
lumber ships he barred. 
The tariff commission, acting under a house resolution, is 
conducting an investigation to determine whether the labor em 
ployed in Soviet coal mines is voluntary, convict, conscripted, in­ 
dentured labor under penal sanction, or labor exacted under men­ 
ace of penalty for its non-performance. 
The Wage Earners Protective Conference, some half a mil­ 
lion workers affiliated with the American Federation of Labor, 
has <tarted a movement to bar all Soviet exports from the United 
States. 
Matthew* Woll, head of the organization and vice president 
of the American Federation of Labor, announced the ban would 
be sought on the ground that Soviet materials and goods are the 
product of convict or forced labor. The provision of the new tariff 
law barring convict labor goes into effect January I, 1932. 
Before all this observance in a public way occurred, iii 1 
Brainerd Dispatch in an editorial dated July 26, pointed out tin* 
cheap coal and lumber headed for America and that coal was 
worrying British Columbia. 
Matthew Woll, well known labor leader, has said he will 
prove to the world that there is no free labor in Soviet Russia in 
the American sense of the word. That the Russian w o r k e r s ire 
virtually chained to their jobs at low wages by a ruthless system 
of state exploitation and that millions upon millions of Russian 
peasants are driven forcibly to join agricultural collectives and 
are victims of what is to all intents and purposes a reversion to 
state feudalism. 
As pointed out previously in the Brainerd Dispatch consider 
what effect the dumping of large productions of wheat, rye, etc., 
will have on the world markets. The price at Liverpool sets the 
w’orld market figure and that is the figure that American surplus 
wheat commands. 
The whole situation involves a critical problem. Russian mass 
production may disturb the economic balance of the world.

A Builder Passes Awa)) 


In the death of A. G. Trommald Brainerd and Crow Wing 
county lose a citizen who did much for community life, whose in­ 
terests in town and country was of a wide and varied nature. 
Of a methodical nature, and a wonderful penman, his records 
as register of deeds and his work as an abstracter were often com­ 
mented on. A guide and counselor to many, he oftentim es called 
attention to matter to be filed, suggesting corrections or citing er­ 
rors, so that these changes could be made before filing, thus saving 
the owner or party interested considerable money. He knew city 
and county in many ways, as a recorder of its real estate trans­ 
actions and in a personal way, in many capacities. 
A power in the Pure Bred Sires Association, he helped spread 
the doctrine of better herds and better dairying and was a factor 
in cementing better relations between town and country. As a 
member of a Rotary committee he visited farm ers at their m eet­ 
ings and brought about very pleasant relations. 
He assisted in committee and other work in the m any lodges 
in which he held membership. He always treasured the fact that 
he was the first “dad” of the local American Legion Post. 
His early education was acquired at an academy in Chris­ 
tiania, Norway, and his interest there was continued throughout 
his life. Each year he received a catalog from the academy, aud 
preserved among his papers his examinations and grades all at­ 
testing to high scholarship. He kept in contact with alumni and 
the faculty. 
His knowledge of real estate matters was recognized through­ 
out the state. He was a member of the State Abstracters Associa­ 
tion and served on the executive and legislative committees of Hie 
Register of Deeds State Association. He was one of tin1 few men 
of the county who read each formulation of the session laws of 
the legislature and followed in particular any reference to real 
estate, titles, etc. During his incumbency as register of deeds, the 
Torrens system was introduced in the county and he became regis­ 
trar of title. 
He took an interest in Boy Scout work and was a heavy con­ 
tributor during the days when the movement was first inaugu­ 
rated by the Rotary club. He gave time and money to this cause 
and did his best to see it firmly established. 
In many ways he endeared himself to home town and the 
county and his work so unostentatiously performed will live a f­ 
ter him in the hearts of the men and women and children privil­ 
eged to call him a friend.

Russian Soviet as a B//siness Competitor 


T he Russian Soviet continues to loom large as a business 
competitor of all nations. The coal, manganese iron, lumber and 
grain situation has stirred the United States to a realization. 
A situation already tense and complicated was accentuated 
by the action of Senator David A. Reed, Republican of Pennsyl­ 
vania, who has asked the Treasury Department to employ the new 
Smoot-Hawley tariff act as an instrument to shut out lumber and 
anthracite coal produced by convict labor in Soviet Russia. 
One of two sections of the act might be invoked for this pur­ 
pose, Reed suggested in a letter, for instance section 307, prohib­ 
iting the entry of prison-made goods, or section 3117, barring 
goods entered in “unfair competition” with American-made mar­ 
kets. 
A series of developments has threatened to bring on serious 
trade differences between the United States and Russia. Assistant 
Secretary of Treasury Cowman has announced he would study the 
possibility of placing an embargo on Soviet coal, manganese and 
lumber if they proved to be convict-produced. 
Maxim Litvinofl, Soviet foreign minister, has told corre­ 
spondents in Moscow his country would cease trading with na­ 
tions which barred Soviet imports. This start of a trade war was 
seen as menacing an international business which has expanded 
more than six times over in the last eight years. 
An association of lumber dealers has asked that the Soviet 
lumber ships be barred. 
The tariff commission, acting under a house resolution, is 
conducting an investigation to determine whether the labor em ­ 
ployed in Soviet coal mines is voluntary, convict, conscripted, in­ 
dentured labor under penal sanction, or labor exacted under men­ 
ace of penalty for its non-performance. 
The Wage Earners Protective Conference, some half a mil­ 
lion workers affiliated with the American Federation of Labor, 
has started a movement to bar all Soviet exports from the United 
States. 
Matthew Woll, head of the organization and vice president 
of the American Federation of Labor, announced the ban would 
be sought on the ground that Soviet materials and goods are the 
product of convict or forced labor. The provision of the new tariff 
law barring convict labor goes into effect January I, 1932. 
Before all this observance in a public 
way 
occurred, th'* 
Brainerd Dispatch in an editorial dated July 2(>, pointed out Uh* 
cheap coal and lumber headed for America and that coal was 
worrying British Columbia. 
Matthew Woll, well known labor leader, has said he will 
prove to the world that there is no free labor in Soviet Russia in 
the American sense of the word. That the Russian workers ire 
virtually chained to their jobs at low wages by a ruthless system 
of state exploitation and that millions upon millions of Russian 
peasants are driven forcibly to join agricultural collectives and 
are victims of what is to all intents and purposes a reversion to 
state feudalism. 
As pointed out previously 
in the Brainerd Dispatch 
consider 
what effect 
the dumping of large productions of 
wheat, rye, etc., 
will have on the world markets. The price at Liverpool .-cts the 
world market figure and that is the figure that American surplus 
wheat commands. 
The whole situation involves a critical problem. Russian mass 
production may disturb the economic balance of the world.

Prom inent Citizen of City Succumbs to 
Heart Attack; Gave 
Much to County 


GREAT IN LOYALTY 


Held Various Commercial and Public 
Offices; Indomitable Courage 
Continued in Sickness 


Y esterday afternoon about 5 o’clock. 
A. G. Trom mald, a resident of Crow 
W ing county for the last 41 years, 
passed aw ay at his home on N orth 
Seventh street. 
Mr. T rom m ald’s health first began to 
fail about three years ago when he 
suffered from a heart attack. 
• Sin^e 
th a t time his health has gradually 
failed although the day before he died 
he was feeling quite well and took a 
ride in the country which he enjoyed 
He was born Novem ber 6. 1857 ut 
Gulsvik, 
Hallingdahl, 
Norway, 
a n d 
there attended the grade schools; atte 
th a t he attended high school at Ring 
eriges, and then Handels gym nasium 
an academ y at C hristiana. Norway 
from which he was graduated in 187.) 
Shortly after his graduation, he came 
to this country and located in Beck'.’, 
county, Minnesota, and engaged in the 
m ercantile business. 
L ater he became 
D eputy Register of Deeds of Becko’ 
county and in 1889 moved to B rainerd 
w here he has lived ever since 
Few men have contributed more t. 
the upbuilding of B rainerd and Crow 
W ing county, and no m an was more 
loyal to the city and county in which 
he lived. 
Since J a n u a ry of 1905 he has 
continuously held the office of Register 
of Deeds in this county and w as con­ 
ceded by title experts to have a pro­ 
found knowledge of titles and the rec­ 
ords pertaining to titles. 
He owned 
the only set of abstract books in Crow 
W ing county and since 1899 has been 
official 
abstracter. 
He 
has 
always 
been a prom inent figure both in the 
public 
and 
commercial 
life of the 
county and during his residence here 
has, in addition to the office of the 
R egister of Deeds, held the offices of 
D eputy Auditor, Deputy Register of 
Deeds, Deputy County T reasu rer and 
D eputy Clerk of Court, as well as City 
Assessor. 
In commercial life for m any 
years he was President of the Citizens 
State bank, yice President of the Mah 
lum Lum ber Company, and at the time 
of his passing was C hairm an of the 
B oard of Directors of that bank. 
His 
interest in civil m atters is shown by 
the fact th a t at the tim e of his death 
he was treasurer of the C ham ber of 
Commerce, which office be has held for 
a long time, as well as the office of 
T reasu rer of the Crow W ing County 
P u re Bred Sires Association, which 
office he has held since the form ation 
of th a t association.

No citizen born in the United States 
could have been more patriotic and

in a breaking down of th e Am erican 
conception of government.

gion and the local post.
